The Czar is arbitrary in all Parts of his 
Government, and alſo abſolute Lord of the 
Lives and Eſtates of his Subjects, who have 

ſo great a Veneration for him, that they 
look upon his Will as that of Heaven; they 
call him God Almigbiys Chamberlain; ſo that 
it is a Proverb among them, God only knows 
it and the Great Duke. The Czar always 
waſhes his Hands after he has given Audi- 
ence to the Ambaſſadors of Popiſh Princes, 
becauſe he looks upon them as Pagans,. and 
thinks the Touch of them defiles him. The 
Moſcovites from their Cradle are ſo addicted 
to Lying, that it is not ſaſe to truſt any of 
them; not only the meaner Sort are ſubject 
to this Vice, but even their Miniſters of 
State; they maintain one Lye with a Thou- 
ſand more; and if they are convicted, they 
don't bluſh, but rather ſmile, as if they had 
done ſome worthy Action. The People drink 
in publick Houſes until their Money is ſpent, 
and frequently they ſell all their Cloaths to 
pay their Reckoning: The Prieſts out-do 
the People in Drunkenneſs, Their uſual man- 
ner of Begging, is for the ſake of: God and

The Arſenal 
one of the beſt furniſſi d in Germany. The 
Secret Gate is a curious Entrance into the 
Ion; a Horſeman may go out and in at 
all Hours of the Night, paying Six Stivers, 
exe a Footman.

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There are 70 Cardinals, and two thirds 
of the Conclave muſt be for the Pope before 
he is choſen: there are 40 Archbiſhops, and 
258 Biſhopricks. Paul the 4th uſed to brag 
he had 288000 Pariſhes, and 44000 Mona- 
ſteries under his Juriſdiction. None but Fews 
are tolerated in Rome for the publick Exer- 
ciſe of their Religion; there is a weekly Ser- 
mon for their Converſion, at which one of 
each Family is bound to be preſent. 
Naples is a very large and fair City, the 
Capital of a Kingdom; few Cities in Europe 
have more Churches than this: The Vice- 
roy's Palace is ſumptuous, the Mole is an ad- 
mirable Piece, it runs a quarter of a Mile in- 
to the Sea, with a ſtately Pharos or Light- 
houſe at the End of it, where there is a Fqun- 
tain of freſh Water. In this City there are 
two Univerſities and four ſtrong Caſtles or 
Citadels ; it is not above half as big as Lon- 
don or Pars, but more beautiful than either: 
In the Neighbourhood of this City there is 
a little Hill called Pauſilypus, pleaſantly ſi- 
tuated on the Coaſt four Miles and a half 
from it; the Aſcent to it is ſomewhat difh- 
cult, upon which Account a Paſſage has 
been dug up to it through the Mountain, 
which is call'd rbe Cave of Puxxoli; it is al- 
moſt a Mile long, between 30 and 40 Foot 
high, and 13 broad, in ſome Places cut 
through Rocks, and in others through Sand, 
it has no Light but at both Ends, and by a 
Hole in the Middle over an Oratory made 
in tha Rock, wherein is a Lamp continually 
. „ burning 
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| | ; | | n 
burning for the Benefit of Paſſengers ; the 
Mountain is very pleaſant, adorn'd with 
Gentlemens Maier of Pleaſure ; it produces 
excellent Wine, and runs out into the Sea 
like a Promontory. At the Entrance of this 
Cave: ſtands the famous Tombof Virgil, which 
at preſent is a ruinous Pyramid; Js Urn 
and Inſcription are not to be ſeen now. A 
little beyond this Mountain is the Grotto del 
Cane, which ſends ſuch a thin and piercing 
Exhalation without Smoke, that ſeizes ones 
Breath, and choaks any living Creature in a 
Moment: It is 9 or 10 Foot long, and 4 and 
a half broad, and 5 high; the Experiment 
has been tried on condemned Criminals, and 
frequently on Dogs (from whence it has its 
Name) but being immediately pull'd out by 
a Rope. and thrown into à Lake that is 20 | 
Paces diſtant from it, they recover again in 1 
a2 Moment. There is another Cave which 1 
puts one preſently into 4 Sweat, and is a 
preſent Remedy againſt the Gout, and in- 
ward 'Ulcers; it purges. noxious Humours, 
and reſtores natural Vigour. About 8 Miles 
South-Eaſt from the City is the famous 
Mount Veſavius, or Monte: di Somma, which 
throws out Fire, Smoke, Sulphur, Stones and 
Heaps of burnt Earth, which proceeds; I 
ſuppoſe 5 from the vaſt Quantity of Bitu- 
men, Allom, &c, under Ground along the 
Coaſt; and as the Water increaſes; the Moun- 
tain makes Eruptions more or leſs formidable; 
it ſtands near the Shore in a fruitful Plain; 
the Aſhes and Earth it throws out makes the 
neighbouring Plains very fertile. The 
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The firſt four Miles along the Coaſt from 
Naples abounds with Villages, and is a well 
manur'd' Country, but the reſt is filld wich 
looſe Stones, and Heaps of 'burne Earth 
thrown out by the Mountain. Upon the 
Souchi-Eaſt of Veſuvius there are Vines. which 
produce the noble Wine called Lackryme 
i bern. and Sys is a Conflict of Waves 
in the Straits of Sicily, ſome tiſing up, and 
others falling down wich fo great a Noife 
that it's terrible, not only to thoſe that are 
near it, but alſo to thofe that are at a Di- 
ſtance; the Conflict is moſt violent between

another. There are ſeveral Noble Buildings, 
among the reſt the Palace of the Great Ma- 
ſter, Which is very ſtately, wherein there is 

à conſiderable Magazine of Arms: I was aſ- 
ſured there was enough to arm 40000 Men. 

The Palaces of the Conſervatory and Trea- 

ſury, likewiſe the Hofpitals and Inns or Al- 
berge for the Knights, are very magnificent; 
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the Hall for the fick Knights is hung with 
rich Tapeſtry, where they are attended by 
Knights, and ſerv'd in Plate. All ſick Per- 
ſons are-receiv'd and well treated in this 
Hoſpital, nor are poor travellers refus d, for

The old Town, formerly call'd Melita, 
now.

The Canal for Commerce hence to Piſa, is 
of great Service, Boats of great Burthen 
coming and going thereon perpetually; it 
is 14 Miles long, and having drain'd the 
neighbouring Marſhes, has rendred the Air 
(which heretofore was very unwholſome ) 
much better. Within the great Harbour 
there is a leſſer one for the Gallies; the firſt 
is ſecur'd by a Mole, and has a Lanthorn 
with ſeven Lights. The other remarkable 
Things are the Statue of Duke Ferdinand the 
Firft, in Marble, with four Slaves in Braſs at 
His Feet; the Greek Church, the Caſtle, the 
Fews Synagogue, and' the Gun-powder- 
Tower in the Sea. From hence to 
Lucca they count 10 Miles, half the way 
being very good, but in the middle there is 
a ſteep Hill, being a Mile of difficult aſcent, 
and ſo much of deſcent on the other ſide.

From hence we travell'd 10 Miles of bad 
way to Pitoia ; the Town is very large, ſur- 
rounded with Walls only, without Fortifi- 
cations, poorly inuabited, neither is there 
any Thing remarkable in it. Here hence to 
Florence are 20 Miles, the way being very 
good in Summer, but indifferent in Winter: 
The Country is very fine and fruitful, there 
being abundance of Country-Seats on each 
Side of the Road. It lies on the River Arno, 
which falls into the Mediterranean 35 Miles 
below it: It ſtands; as it were, in the Bot- 
tom of an Amphitheater at the Beginning of

Vierrue was a ſtrong Fortification on the Po, 
over againſt Creſcentin, (with which it has a 
Bridge of Communication) upon the very 
Confines of Montferrat; it ſtands 28 Mi es 
Welt of Caſal, and 19 Eaſt of Turin; it had 
been lately fort ſied with new Lines round it 
in 1704, and in 1705 it made a moſt remark- 
able Defence for full 6 Months againſt the 
Duke of Vendame, and even at laſt did not 
ſurrender, till the Governor had reſolutely 
blown up al the Fortifications, except the 
Donjon.

The Eſcurial, about 18 Miles North-Weſt 
from Madrid, is reckon d one of the moſt mag- 
nificent Structures in Europe; it contains 17 
Cloiſters, 22 Courts, 11000 Windows, and 
coſt above 30000000 of Ducats in building; 
therein is a Chapel for the Sepulchres of Kings 
and Queens, in Fotm like the Pantheon at Rome, 

whoſe Name it bears; they bury no King or 
Queen here, but fuch as leave Iſſue behind 
them: It is 35 Foot in Diameter, cover'd all 
over with black, Marble, very Magnificent 
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150 A New Journey oder Europe. 
having 6 Iſles; the Box for the Sacrament is 
round, and 16 Foot high, and feven and an 
half in Diameter, fupparted by 8 Columns of 
Diaſpare, which is a Sort of Stone of the Co- 
lours of the Rainbow, and can't be wrought 
but by Diamonds; the Workmanſhip alone 
thereof coſt 80000 Ducats: Over the Cuſtodia 
there are the Statues of the Twelve Apoſtles 
with a fine Pifure of the Reſurrection over 
them. They enter this Chapel (which is cal- 
led the Segrario) by two Doors of Jaſper, the 
Floor being cover d with the ſame ; and there 
are Ten Steps which lead up to the Altar:

SGibralter, for its Height, Situation, Fortifi- 
cations and Proſpect, is reckon d the fineſt 
Cape in Europe; the Hill is half a League high, 
and ſtands upon a ſmall Neck of Land about 
200 Paces long, which at a diſtance makes it 
look like an Iſland: On the top of the Rock 
there is a Tower, where a Watchman gives 
Notice to the Town what Number of Ships is 
paſſing the Straits, by ſetting up a Light for 
each. It is ſo ſteep towards the Sea, that it is 
frightſul co look down from it, and is fortified 
on the ſide of the Town to the very Top, 
from whence there is a delightful Proſpect 
60 Miles into the Mediterranean; but another 
Hill at 9 Miles diſtance hinders the Proſpect 
into the Ocean. The Promontory of Mount 
Calpe, on the Deſcent of which the Town is 
built, jets into the Sea about 2 Miles, and is 
about 6 Miles South Eaſt from Cadix. This 
Mountain is one of Hercule: Pillars, and Abila 
or Sierra de las Monas in Africk, the other; on 
each ſide of which there is a Chapel, the one

Rachel (ſo called from the Rocks it is built 
upon) is the Capital of the Country of Awnis 
in the Weſt of France on the Sea Coaſt, 7 Miles 
Eaſt from the Iſle of Re; the Citizens embrac'd 
the Reformation in 1567, and put themſelves 
into the Hands of the Proteſtant Pi inces and 

Lords. It was beſieg'd by the Duke of Anjou, 

Brother to Charles the 9th, but in vain ; for ic 

is obſervable, that when the City was preſs d 

with Famine, vaſt Shoals of Fiſhes ( fuch as 

were never ſeen in thoſe Parts before) came 
into the Harbour, which was a great Relief to 
the Inhabitants ; and as ſoon as the Siege was 
rais'd they vaniſh'd, and were never ſeen 
more. 3 SLE ns ds RE $11 
We are info:m'd in Hiſtory, that molt of the 
chief Perſons cancern'd in the Maſſacre (calbd 
of St. Bartbolomew ) at Para, were lain at this 

Siege, and among the reſt the Duke d 4umete, 

and Mareſchal Caſſion, who wers the firſt that 
enter'd Admiral Colignies Chamber, and mur. 
ther'd him: There died in the Maſlacre, be- 

ſides three Maſters of Camp, ſevefal great 
Lords and Gentlemen, 60 Captains, 69 Lieu- 
_ tenants and Enſigm, and about 20999 Sal- 
It was beſieg'd again in 1628 by Lewis the 
13th, at the Inſtigation of Cardinal 4e Riehe- 
lieu, to weaken the Proteſtants to whom this 
Place was a Buiwark ; the Inhabitants expected 
Help from King Charles the Firft,' of Greet 
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Britain, who ſteht the Duke of Buckingham to 
relieve it, who landed at the Iſle of Re; in order 
to ſuecout the Town, but in vain, for which 
his Conduct was very much ſuſpected and 
blam'd : He was ſtab'd afterwards by one Fel. 
ton, who was a Lieutenant under him, at Portſ- 
mouth, as he was going the ſecond Time to at- 
tempt the Relt f of it with a Fleet; which 
hoe er proceeded, but without neceſſary Pro. 
viſions; ſo that it was taken the 29th of October 
1628. after 7 Months Siege, the King having 
order'd a Mole of a prodigious Bulk to be 
made to block up the Harbour. 3 
During this Siege the Citizens ſuffer'd ſo 
much by a terrible Famine, that they were 
forc'd to eat Dogs, Cats, Rats, Mice, Horſes, | 
Hides, Leather, and even fome of the Fleſh of 
the Dead; and of 15009, not above 4000 e. 
ſcap'd this dreadful Famine. Wheat was at 
20 Pounds a Buſhel, Bread at 20 Shillings a 
Pound, Mutton 6 Pounds a Quarter of a 
Pound, Batter 30 Shillings a Pound, Eggs 
8 Shillings a Piece, Wine 2 Pounds a Quart, 
Milk z Pounds, and dried Fiſh 20 Shillings a 
Piece. The People who ſurviv'd were meer 
walking Skeletons. The French King demoliſn'd 
the Walls and Fortifications of the Town, de- 
priv'd it of its Privileges, and perſecuted the 
Proteſtants contrary to the Edict of Pacifica- 
tion. He fuffer'd no Fortifications to remain, 
bur 2 Towers for the Defence of the Harbour, 
and 4 Boom crofsthe Entry of the Port, which 
is lock d up every Night. HE

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Leu the 1 4th built a ſtrong Citadel here, 
and other Works in 1689, to prevent the De- 
ſcent of the Engliſh and Dutch, and to keep the 

new Converts in Awe. The Town is ſquare, 
about 3 Miles in Circuit, and the Harbour is 
formed of a Canal a Mile long, and half a 
Mile broad, where Ships 1 ſaſe. 

Bourdeauæ is ſeated on the Weſt Bank of the 
River Garonne, a Parliament-City ; the Amphi- 
theater built by the Emperor, and the Ruins 
of other Roman Monumen's, are Proof of its 

Antiquity and: former Splendour; it is ſtill one 

of the fin: ſt, largeſt, and richeſt Towns in 

Europe; the Tide which flows 20 Miles higher, 

brings large Veſſels up to its Harbour, call'd 
the Moon, be cauſe it lies in Form of a Creſcent, 

and is 5 Miles in Length; the City its ſelf is 
of the ſame Form. „„ 

During their Fairs of March and October, this 
Harbour is fill'd wi h Ships of all Nations, which 
come to load Wine and Brandy here. The 

Parliament-houſe, Ton houſe, Market- places, 
publick Fountains, Key and Cathedral, de- 
- ferve a Traveller's View. It is commanded by 

three Caſtles, the moſt conſiderable of which is 
Chateau Trompette; it lies 52 Miles from the Sea, 
at the Mouth of the River there is a ſtately Fort 
and Watch-Tower, call'd 1a Tour de Cordoan, 
which is te fineſt of its kind in Europe. 

Tolouſe on the Garonne, about 32 Miles Weſt 
from Montauban, and 317 South-Weſt from 
Pars, is reckon'd one of the largeſt and fineſt 
Towns of the Kingdom next to Paris.

diſtribute three Flowers of about 14 Pounds 
Sterling each, to thoſe who ſucceed belt in their 
Performance.

The City is divided into two Parts by the 
River Garonne, and into eight Wards govern'd 
by their reſpective Capitols. The Cathedral- 
Church has a very high Tower, wherein there's 
a great Bell call d Ardaillac, of ſuch a Weight, 
that they dare not ring it leſt the Tower ſhould 
fall. In the Market-place before it there's a 
ſtately Tower adorn'd with a fine Obelisk; the 
Archbiſhop's Palace is very beautiful, and-ithe 
Town-houſe one of the handſomeſt in France. 

About the Court of Merchants there is a 
Cage into which Blaſphemers are ſhut before 
they are thrown into the Garonne. There is tire 
Iſland of St. Anthony form'd by the Garonne, 
and inhabited only by Tradeſmen, They ſay 
the Obſervamtins have a Vault in their ſumptu-

Leu the 14th Dragoon'd them in the late Per- 
ſecution. Its Situation is as pleaſant as any in 
Languedoc, being encompaſs'd with charming 
Fields, and Hills cover'd with Vineyards and 
Fruit- trees; it has a famous Academy.

Marſeilles lies upon the Mediterranean 20 
Miles South from Aix, and about 25 North- 
Weſt from Towlon; it is one of the fineſt, lar- 
geſt and beſt built Cities of the Kingdom, noted 
for the {-feſt Harbour in the whole Mediter- 
re nean; it is the uſual Station for the Kings 
Gallies, and maſt Ships that trade to the Le. 
vant touch there, which adds to its Riches; it 
has been very much enlarg'd by the preſent 
King, well fortified with Walls, Baſtions and 
Towers; it has 6 Gates, and the Harbour is 
ſo ſafe, that it was never known that a Ship 
was caſt away in it, being cover'd by 2 Rocks 
ſrom any Tem; eſt, and has a Boom at the En- 
trance to prevent the coming in of Pirates, or 
any Enemies Ships. - Re 
It is allo defended by a ſtrong Fortrefs on 
St. Mary's Hill, and there are Reacons for 60 / 
Miles on the Coaſt to alarmthe Cauntry upon 
the A: proach of any Enemy.

bours of the Mediterranean, a fine Arſenal, 


Magazines. for Men of War. The City is of 
no large Compaſs, but well built, and adorn'd 
with many ſtately Churches, Monaſteries, and 
other publick Edifices. It is fortified with ſtrong 
Walls, 2 Royal Baſtions, and 2 Moles of 700 
Paces each, done by Henry the 4th, and fince 
that Lews the 14th has finiſh'd its Fortificati- 


ons. This Place is the reateſt and fineſt Store- 
houſe for Maritim Affairs in the Kingdom.

There is in and about Paris a great Number 
of magnificent Buildings; I took notice chiefly 
of the Royal Hoſpital for diſabled and aged 
Soldiers, compos d of four Squares, and one 
very large in the middle, with Piazza's and 
Galleries round them all. The Sorbonne and Na- 
varre are the two moſt famous Colleges for Di- 
vinity. The Cathedral of our Lady is an an- 
cient Got bick Building; the Jeſuits Church, that 
of St. Genevieve, the ancient Abbey of St. Ger- 
main, where the French Kings us d to be inter'd 
before they choſe St. Denns fer their Sepul- 
chers; the Church of Val de Grace, and its 
Nunnery founded on the micaculous Birth of 
the preſent King, by Anm of Auſtria, Queen of 
France, after ſhe had been married 22 Years, 
without having a Child; the Altar and Cupola 
thereof are exceeding fine ; on the Portal are

The Pont Royal is a ſtrong, plain Stone.

The Front of the Palace towards the 
Garden, has a Piazza 100 Yards long. This 

Palace ſurpaſſes all that can be imagin'd, ei- 
ther ſumptuous or excellent; the Roof glit- 
tering with Gold, affords a glorious Proſpect 
at a Diſtance ; and the Gardens for Statues, 
Canals, Groves, Grotto's, Fountains, Water- 
Works, and every Thing that is delightful, ſur- 
paſſes by far any Thing in ah, NE 


The Royal Cabinet for Medals, Coins, 
Paintings, Sc. has the Choice of what 7aly 

could afford. The King's Lodgings are fur- 
niſh'd with Utenſils of maſly Plate, even the 
Bed-ſteads, Baniſters, and Rails, are of the 
ſame ; ſo that the Riches and Beauty within 
anſwers, to the full, the out- ſide. The King's 
Stables, for Proportion and Conveniency , 
are thought the - fineſt in Europe. The little 
Palace has its particular Court at the End of a 
great Walk ſet with Trees, the chief Apart- 
ment is Octogone, conſiſting of a Hall, with 
two little Pavillions before it; in the Middle 
of it there are Stairs wihch kad into the Porch,
